in side rooms. 

Acts to Limit Debate. ‘ 

Republican Leader Knowland, 
who has declared he will keep 
the Senate in sessién until it 
voted on the bill to revise the 
Atomic Energy Act; took steps 
this afternoon: to. limit debate 
and break what he called “the 


‘ full-fledged filibuster.” 


He prepared a petition for 
cloture, as debate limitation is 
called, and said he had “many 
more” than the 16 signatures 
required to present it to: the 
Senate. 

To apply cloture, however, 
would require the votes of 64 
Senators, two thirds of the en- 
tire membership. Moreover, 
Senate rules. require that 48 
hours elapse between the filing 
of a petition and a vote on it.

Citizens’ Telegrams Ask Senators to Disre-

WASHINGTON, July 22 — A 
group of prominent citizens, in- 
cluding Paul G. Hoffman, presj- 
dent of the Studebaker Corp. 
and chairman in 1952 of the 
Citizens for Eisenhower, called 
on all United States Senators 


today to support a resolution 
proposed by Senator Ralph E. 
Flanders to censure Senator 
Joseph R. McCarthy. 

Flanders, a Vermont Republi- 
can, is‘ scheduled to introduce 
his resolution in the Senate July 
30. It would place the Senate 
on record as condemning Sen- 
ator McCarthy’s practices and 
procedures as inconsistent with 
senatorial tradition’ and bringing 
the Senate into disrepute. 

The citizens’ group, composed 
of Democrats and Republicans, 
said in telegrams to the 48 Re- 
publican, 47 Democratic Sena- 
tors and the one independent 
that they should “disregard 
party and other lesser consider- 
ations and meet this - issue 
squarely.” 

“We urge you and your col- 
leagues,” the telegram said, ‘to 
show by your vote on this issue 
that the Senate of the United 


States is prepared to

ly

tem.” 

The telegram was interpreted 
here as an answer to the state- 
ment’ by Republican: Majority 
Leader William F. Knowland 
that the Flanders resolution 
resolution against McCarthy is 
a creature of the Americans for 
Democratic Action and the CIO. 

Twenty-one of the twenty- 
three signatories are prominent 
in business, education, publish- 
ing, entertainment and banking 
fields.

It also was interpreted as 
meaning that even though Pres- 
ident Eisenhower declines to 
take a stand on the Flanders’s 
resolution, as he did yesterday, 
persons who worked to elect 
him are not unwilling to take a 
position.

WASHINGTON, July 22 (AP) 
—Republican leaders today pre- 
dicted final congressional ap- 
proval,. possibly next week, for 
the biggest tax overhaul in 75 
years.. 

A House-Senate conference 
committee late yesterday agreed 
on a compromise version of the 
bill to cut taxes next year for 
millions of individuals and many 
business firms a total of about 
$1,363,000,000. 

However, the bill does not 
change major rates. Most of the 
relief would go to those with in- 
come from dividends, to elderly 
retired persons, to working 
widows and widowers, divorced 
persons or low-income couples 
who hire help to care for chil-

He used his position as a 
German airline officia] to take a 
plane to Madrid four days later. 
He left Madrid for Portugal 
when Nazi officials asked for 
his extradition. At the end of 
that year he went to London, 
where he was interned briefly. 
He later worked for a London 
law firm and was admitted to 
the bar as a lawyer for German 
and international law. 

He returned to Germany in 
1949. In early 1950 he was 
named as provisional chief of 
the Office for the Protection of 
the Constitution, a job later 
made permanent.

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BOONE HIGHWAY 
ROUTE OPPOSED 
BY RICHMOND 


HEIGHTS MAYOR 


He Assails Decision as| 


‘Utterly Ridiculous’ 
Because Road Would 
Lead to Crowded Ex- 
press Highway. 


Opposition to the route of the 
proposed Danie] Boone Express- 
way in St. Louis county as an- 
nounced yesterday by the Mis- 
souri way Commission was 
declared today by Mayor Lee M. 
Duggan of Richmond Heights. 

In a prepared statement, he 
said his community would op- 
pose the route “as violently as 
We can.” 

Duggan contended the ap- 
proved route was “utterly ridic- 
ulous” because it ties the high- 
way into the already over- 
crowded Express Highway. 

“Instead of relieving our al- 
ready congested traffic condi- 
tions in the metropolitan area, 
this route would only further 
complicate and confuse it,” he 
said. 

, Duggan said he would present 
his views to the Richmond 
Heights City Council at a meet- 
ing Saturday and if it agreed 
with his views he would an- 
nounce formal opposition to the 
plan to the State Highway Com- 
mission and the County Council. 

Route Approved by Board. 

As approved by the Highway 
Commission, the Daniel Boone 
route would begin at the present 
terminus of U.S. Highway 40 at 
Brentwood boulevard and Eager 
road. From there it would pro- 
ceed eastwardly along Eager 
road to and across Hanley road, 
thence eastwardly along Harter 
avenue, crossing Big Ben boute- 
vard near Harter, thence east- 
wardly across McCausland ave- 
nue near Wise avenue about one 
block east of the city limits. 
From that point it would swing 
northeastwardly to a junction 
with the present Express High- 
way near Grandview avenue. 

As an alternative, Duggan 
suggested the south-of-Maple- 
wood route which County Super- 
visor Luman F. Matthews had 
proposed last February after 
residents of University City and 
Ciayton had protested bitterly 
against a proposal to bring the 
Daniel Boone Highway through 
thcse communities and into the 
e:ty north of Forest Park. 

In support of his suggested 
route, which would follow Black 
creek south of Maplewood and 
Manchester road and enter the 
city along the River..des Peres 
channef and ‘procé@@® eastwardly 
alongside of and south of the 
Missouri Pacific and Frisco rail- 
road tracks, Duggan claimed 
these advantages: Acceptability 
to Maplewood, Richmond 
Heights and Brentwood; relief 
for present congestion; less 
highly developed territory in- 
volved, and more direct access 
to the truck terminals along 
Chouteau and Vandeventer ave- 
nues. 

Council Likely to Agree. 

That Duggan would obtain 
concurrence with his views from 
the Richmond Heights council 
was indicated by a resolution 
adopted last February by the 
council asking the County Coun- 
cil to extend assurances that no 
route would be accepted without 
a consultation with Richmond 
Heights. 

e resolution opposed any 
connection between Highway 40 
and the Express Highway that 
would parallel Clayton road or 
lie south of it through residen- 
tial property. 

Matthews who, with Mayor 
Raymond R. Tucker of St. Louis, 
attended a conference yesterday 
with the State Highway Com- 
mission at which final determin-

The Daniel Boone route, from 
its connection with the Express 
Hi ay at Grandview, would 
follow that highway to Vande- 
venter, which it would cross on 
a planned overhead cut-off into 
Market street to about Spring 
avenue, thence eastwardly in 
Market to.

At this point it would angle 
southeastwardly to the proposed 
Clark avenue extension and 
would proceed eastwardly again 
along a route south of Market 
street and south of Union Sta- 
tion to Eleventh street and 
Clark avenue. 


The route east of Eleventh to 
a junction with the Third Street 
Interregional Highway, now 
under construction, has. ‘not 
been finally determined, Rex 
M. Whitton, chief engineer of 
the commission, said. 

Cost of Twain Project. . 

Over-all cost of the Mark Twain 
highway has been estimated at 
about $49,000,000, of which $14,- 
000,000 would be right-of-way 
costs in city and county. It 
would require the taking of 800 
homes in the city but no esti- 
mate on the number of county 
homes has been made. 
The commission estimated the 
Daniel Boone route would re- 
quire the taking of about 300 
homes in the city and about 200 
in the county. The rights of 
way for each highway would 
vary from 200 to 250 feet. 

Before any right-of-way can 
be acquired or steps taken to 
this end, the St. Louis Board of 
Aldermen and the County Coun- 
cil will have to accept the pro- 
posed routes, and methods of fi- 
nancing the respective costs of 
city and county will have to be 
arranged.

PRING SAYS LAKE 
AT SHAW’S GARDEN 
HASN’T ANY ODOR 


George H. Pring, superintend- 
ent of Shaw’s Garden, wants it 
distinctly understood that the 
North American Tract Lake on 
the Garden grounds is not the 
source of certain odors in the 
neighborhood of Magnolia and 
Alfred avenues, he said today. 

Suspicion has been directed at 
the one-acre lake by neighbors 
bectuse it appears. to be covered 
with a green scum. It is not 
scum, .but rather duck weed, 
probably brought by ducks and 
geese that have paused there for 
brief rests on their flight in the 
spring and fall, he said. 

Duck weed or. lemna minor, 
unlike various algae, grows only 
in fresh water, Pring pointed 
out. The lake forms the natural 
drainage from Tower Grove Park 
and also is fed by springs in the 
Garden, he added, and its waters 
are always changing. There is no 
sewage in the lake, he empha- 
sized. 

Cause of the odors, he sus- 
pects, is the prolonged drouth 
which has deprived this area of 
rain that keeps the sewers 
flushed.

The board has 
asked the high court to issue 
a writ of mandamus to compel 
the council to order voting ma- 
chines of the type the election 
officials determined should be 
bought. These are electrically- 
operated machines manufactured 
by the Shoup Voting Machine 
Corp., Philadelphia, Pa. 

The council ignored the 
board’s recommendation and or- 
dered manually-operated ma- 
chines from the Automatic Vot- 
eo Corp., Jamestown, 

McAtee, in his answer to the 
board’s petition filed earlier this 
week, contended the budget law 
gives the council the authority 
to select the type of machines 
to be purchased.

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Military Soothsayers Envision 
Universal Communist State in 


10 Years Unless US. Acts Now : 


America Should Challenge Soviet Expan- 


sion While It Is Still Stronger Than Rus- 
sia, They Argue — No Chance to Do So 
When Superiority Has Gone.

WASHINGTON, July 22. 


ERTAIN military. ‘and diplomatic soothsayers in Washington, 

having gazed into their crystal balls, report seeing a vision of 

10 years in the future of a universal Communist state except 
in North America; and they see America so weakened that it ‘too 
will yield rather than fight the final war. 


Today these people see the 
United States and its allies, on 
account of our great lead in 
atomic fission and fusion wea- 
pons and the means of delivery, 
superior in military power to 
the Soviet Union. 

Now, if ever, they believe, is 
the time that Soviet expansion 
should be challenged, halted and 
driven back. 


Instead, defeats in Korea and 
Indochina are accepted. 

* Diplomatically, the great North 
Atlantic alliance built with such 
hopes, cost and effort is being 
subjected to the heaviest strain 
of its existence and is in danger 
of falling apart in the face of 
opposing British and American 
views on the Far East and 
through French dallying on the 
rearmament of Germany. 


Western Alliance Is Loose. 


On the — side, these Cassan- 
dras see the Soviet bloc—and it 
acts as a bias regardless of hid- 
den internal strain—opposed by 
a loose federation in the West, 
incapable of acting. in unity, 
with a number of neutrals look- 
ing on wondering which way to. 
go. This Western alliance cannot 
agree on the searmament of 
Germany, nor was it able to 
agree on saving Indochina. 

The question of why defeats 
were accepted in Korea and In- 
es ds important in this ar- 


ent, 

Basically, it is held, it was 
from fear of expanding small 
wars into larger ones; secondar- 
ily, it was from moral and other 
doubts about using atomic wea- 
pons which would have made 
victory possible without any 
great increase in military forces. 

As to the fear of expanding 
the wars, the position is taken 
that during this period when 
the West, with its great superi- 
ority in atomic weapons and the

Fear of Using A-Weapons. 


The same argument is applied 
to using atomic weapons. Three 
small atomic bombs would have 
saved Dien Bien Phu, but we 
were afraid to use them; and 
had Dien Bien Phu been saved, 
so the argument goes, Indochina 
could have been saved and the 
Soviet-Chinese bluff could have 
been. called. 

The military picture is impor- 
tant in this argument. 

Today the United States has 
a substantial lead over the 
Soviet Union in numbers and 
variety o atomic weapons. 
Probably also we have a very 
great lead in hydrogen bombs 
and the means of delivering 
them. For all practical pur- 
poses, although we still may be 

quantitively ahead of the Soviet | 
Union, it is believed that our 
lead in both fission and hydro- 

en weapons will have been nul- 
lified in five years’ time. 


Delivery Advantage Fading. 


The Russians still will have a 
disadvantage in the means of 
delivery, since we have near 
bases surrounding the Seviet 
Union while they have none 
except in Eastern’ Siberia not 
far from the Pacific Northwest. 
In five years, however 
—10 years from now—the inter- 

econ ballistic missile 
should be available in quantity 
~ the Russians will just 

able to devastate the 
Unit States with hydrogen 
bombs as we are to devastate 


Russia, and there will be no 
defense against a missile plung- 
ing to earth at a speed of 
thousands of miles per hour, 


The magnitude of such a 
threat can be indicated by stat- 
ing the fact that the United 
States, within a few years, can 
have manufactured enough hy- 
drogen bombs to burn and 
blacken every square mile of 
European Russia. 


If we have that capability, it 
must be expected that the Rus- 
sians will be able to burn the 
entire surface of the United 
States with the fires of atomic 
fusion. 


The picture, then, is. of two 
nations with thousands of inter- 
continental rockets with hy- 
drogen war heads in pits, aimed 
and ready for take off. They 
could cross the ocean in half an 
hour. Such a war would be in- 
sanity—but not long ago Ger- 
many was ruled by a madman, 


Europe Now in Range. 


The nearer picture is equally 
disturbing, in this view. Most of 
Europe is already within range 
of rockets which the Russians 
have already perfected. Every 
great city.if Europe except Ma- 
drid co 
hind the Iron Curtain as soon 
as the supply of- hydrogen weap- 
ons and rockets to carry them is 
built up. 


When this time geomes, when 
every country in Europe can be 
devastated within a few hours 
of the start of a war, our con- 
tinental allies, it is held, will 
accept Communist domination 
rather than fight. 


An example from World War 
II is, of interest. The French 
from the start insisted that the 
British do nothing that might 
provoke the Germans into 
bombing Paris. When Italy en- 
tered the war in June, 1940, 
British bombers were ordered to 
attack the Italian armies ad- 
vancing into the Maritime Alps. 
The French actually blocked the 
runways with trucks and other 
obstacles to prevent the planes 
from taking off. They argued 
that if the British bombed the 
Italians, it was probable. the 
Italians would retaliate by 
bombing French cities. 


No Choice for Britain. 


Faced with certain and almost 
total destruction, it is argued 
that such proved weak es as 
the French and Italians will 
make their accommodation with 
the Soviet Union. The other 
continental European states 
could do nothing but go along. 
Great Britain, isolated and faced 


with certain destruction, they} 


fear, would have no recourse 
but to give up. 

The officials doing this kind 
of forecasting see the West right 
now at its peak of relative mili- 
tary strength with the balance 
shifting within a few years to 
relative equality in atomic 
weapons and very great. in- 
feriority in ground and air 
forces. 

Probably there never again 
will be an opportunity to halt 
and drive back Soviet expansion 
according to their prognosis, 
equal to the present. 

The failure to act now, they 
believe, will mean that nations 
will join the universal Commu- 
nist state rather than to be pup- 
pets in an atomic war between 
two atomic giants. 

If the Soviets are able to 
make us back down now, when. 
we are the stronger, they con- 
tend, what chance will there be

In the last 12 months, 175 
freighters, each carrying 10,000 
tons of food, clothing and other 
supplies, docked at Korean ports.

Command have been treating an 
average of 850,000 outpatients

Senator Sparkman of Alabama, for example, 
disappointingly makes the comment that could 
have been expected from Senator Knowland, 
who contented himself with describing the truce 
as a great Communist victory. Senator Spark- 
man called the truce “virtually a surrender of 
Southeast Asia to the Communists.” Does Sena- 
tor Sparkman honestly believe that Thailand, 
Burma, Malaya and Indonesia have been “sur- 
rendered” because a truce has been signed in 
Indochina? If so, he should document his 
charge. He should also explain what “better 
plan” he himself would have proposed as an 
alternative to the truce. 

The truth is that the only real alternative to 
the truce was an expansion of the war through 
American intervention. If the Administration 
is to be criticized, it is not because it reluctantly 
accepted the truce but because it came so close 
to plunging the nation into an {fll-considered 
intervention which might have touched off 
World War III. Fortunately second thoughts 
and the restraints imposed by our allies pre- 
vailed, and from that moment a cease-fire be- 
came the logical goal of French policy. ‘ 

The wonder is that it also became Communist 
policy. Why did the Communists give up, by 
signing a truce, what they might have taken 
by force? Maybe they feared American inter- 
vention if the war dragged on. Maybe they 
expect to take by trickery what they have not 
taken by: arms. Maybe also, as Marquis Childs 
reports from Geneva, they have decided that 
the cold war must be ended and a serious effort 
at “peaceful co-existence” made—in which case 
the truce is the most important event since the 
end of World War II. : 

Peaceful co-existence? For civilized man, 
there really is no other choice. When the alter- 
native is total atomic warfare, “peaceful co- 
existence” is, simply a synonym for sanity.

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The Case of Clyde Powell 


Some of the latest Senate testimony has in- 
troduced a political anticlimax into the housing 
scandals, A New York builder, David Muss, 
testified that the Republican National Commit- 
tee sought to have Clyde L. Powell ousted from 
his top FHA job last March. 

Powell’s name is now well known. He was 
the FHA officer in charge of the apartment 
house insurance program which helped some 
builders make windfall profits. But the point .

The housing scandals 
broke in April. Therefore the committee’s first 
interest apparently was not in cleaning up the 
FHA but in getting Powell’s job for some de-

Actually it was a Democrat, Senator Byrd of 
Virginia, who made public the first allegations - 
against Powell. He demanded that the Justice 
Department begin legal proceedings. 

Three months have passed since then, with 
long Senate hearings and considerable publicity 
and no real legal action. Powell certainly. did 
not help remove suspicion from himself by. re- 
fusing to testify before the Senate Banking Com- 
mittee. - Chairman Capehart’s retaliation did 
not clear up the case, either. The Indiatia 
Republican made public an alleged criminal 
record of Powell dating from 1916 to 1922, which 
Powell denied.

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Four Vetoes for Truck Routes 

The Democratic leadership in the Board of 
Aldermen ought to see to it that Mayor Tucker’s 
vetoes of four bills barring trucks from using 
parts of certain streets are sustained.

Is the United States going through a 
negative period in its foreign policy, 
and can it be turned into something 
more tive?. 

It always has been the conviction of 
the democratic countries that they had 
something to give the world that would 
be irresistible in the long run. Freedom, 
free speech, democratic methods, inde- 
pendence, -religious liberty. 

While global policy is pushing con- 
structive ideas in many quarters of the 
world — like the 
hoped-for European 
Defense Communi- 
ty, NATO, -a_ de- 
fense alliance for 
Southeast Asia, set-— 
tlements of disputes 
in Egypt, Iran, be- 
tween the Arabs 
and Israelis, and 
prospective sover- 
eignty for Germany 
—there has been a 
marked growing 
tendency recently to 
accentuate the neg- 
ative.

Guatemala is an example in another 
part of the world. Former President 
Truman proposed Point IV in his 1949 
inaugural, but economy-minded Con- 
gresses never have looked with much 
favor on spending money abroad with- 
out dinect compensation and it is now 
only a shadow. 


In Guatemala, the Ubico dictatorship 
was thrown out 10 years ago by a revo- 
lution which proposed to establish a 
democratic, liberal government based 
on land reform. The United States did 
little in the matter, but the Communists 
promptly moved in. The situation is call- 
ed similar to much that is going on 
now in Central America. . 

After 10 years of United States in- 
difference, Washington suddenly found 
a potential Communist government on 
its doorstep. Having thrown out the Ar- 
benz government now there is a disposi- 
tion for apathy to return, although the 
conditions that produced the revolt— 
the rise of trade unions, the new feeling 
of nationalism and the landless peasan- 
try—continue.

To Save Schools From Neglect 


Aid Is Needed 


Every 15 Minutes 


Public Education System Is Falling Be- 
hind at Rate of Two Classrooms for 


Every Day.

WASHINGTON. 


RESIDENT EISENHOWER has usefully focussed the attention 
of the country upon the need of rebuilding its 430,000 miles 
of run-down highways, outgrown and neglected during the 
‘war and post-war years. His 50 billion dollar ten-year program 
is probably essential to the health of our economy, and it is all 
to the good that the President is pressing for it on a basis of 


Federal and state co-operation. 

But there is another construc- 
tion program even more needed, 
even more urgent. It involves 
the rebuilding and expansion of 
our public schools which have 
been outgrown and neglected 
during the past decade. Such a 
program is essential to the health 
of our democracy. 

Today the facilities of public 
education throughout the United 
States are in dangerously short 
supply. The need can only be 
met on a basis of federal and 
state co-operation — and that 
means federal money. 

Long Range Program. 

There is need for a long-range 
educational building program— 
to bring the physical plant into 
keeping with a steadily mount- 
ing population, to pay teachers 
better, to recruit better teach- 


ers. 

There is also a need for emer- 
gency action to meet an emer- 
gency situation. 

The nation’s school. facilities 
are not even holding their own. 
The demand is growing more 
rapidly than our schools are 
growing. The situation is get- 
ting worse, not better. 

There were 36,000,000 boys 
and girls attending public shasta 
this year. There will be 44,- 
000,000 boys and girls demand- 

to be admitted in 1960. 
- How many will we have to 
turn away? 

The answer will depend on 
what the federal and state gov- 
ernments do now at this session 
of Congress. ’ 


At least 700,000 public school 
pupils this year were forced to 
attend school only half-time be- 
cause of the lack of facilities. 

This is not just a statistical 
Crime against youth; this is a 
real crime. Mhese are flesh- 
and-blood boys and girls who 
are getting half an education. 

Lack of Classrooms. 

The deficiency in classrooms 
{n the public schools this year 
is 341,000—that is, there are al- 
ready 341,000 fewer classrooms 
than needed to accommodate 
the present number of pupils 
from first grade through high 
‘school. 

Every year we are falling 67,- 
000 classrooms further behind 
the need—two classrooms short- 
er every 15 minutes of every day. 

Something can be done — 
it and something needs to be 
dohe about it. 

Right now Senator John Sher- 
man Cooper (Rep.), Kentucky, 
is doing his heroic best to see 


the Senate Labor and Public 
Welfare Committee has given 
its unanimous indorsement to a 
bill, due to come before the 
Senate in the next few days, 
which would authorize the ex- 
penditure of $250,000,000 a year 
for the next two years for pub- 
lic school construction on the 
basis of matching state funds. 

If passed and carried through 
energetically by the states, this 
would put an additional one bil- 
lion dollars into public schools in 
the immediate future and would 
enable the school system to hold 
its own and partly begin to 
make up the grievous classroom 
deficiency while longer-range 
plans are being worked out. 

There is no certainty, but at 
least a good chance that the 
Cooper bill will pass the Senate 
if it ig not trod under foot in 
the frantic rush to adjourn. 

Trouble in the House. 

The more serious hurdle will 
be in the House, but even here 
the House Education and Labor 
Committee has just set up a 
special subcommittee to study 
the emergency school situation. 

So far the Administration has 
appeared to be satisfied with 
the long-range approach to the 
classroom shortage and has not 
given its support anything but 
a plan to summon a big educa- 
tional conference to see what 
most needs to be done. 

Senator Cooper and others 
are convinced that the basic 
facts are sufficiently established 
to justify emergency action now 
and he has good reason to 
expect active Administration 
support in the closing days of 
Congress. 

There is, of course, need to 
make sure that Federal funds 
are not made a device to in- 
sinuate the Federal Govern- 
ment into the running of the 
schools themselves. That -func- 
tion belongs exclusively to the 
states. Federal interference can 
be protected against. The fact 
that the Federal Government 
matches state funds in highway 
construction does not mean that 
the Federal Government has 
any hand in making the state 
traffic laws. 

The states simply have not 
the resources to build urgently 
needed classrooms. 

Here is where the states and 
the Federal Government must 
combine to do what is —T 
required: More classroonis

Just as effective if you're in 
a hurry is this combination 
which might well be called ice 
cream pousse cafe: 

In a large glass serving dish 
(a giant size brandy glass is es- 
pecially good) place a layer of 
pistachio ice cream, a layer of 
sliced, sweetened peaches, a 
layer of raspberry sherbet, a 
layer of sweetened fresh blue- 
berries, a layer of vanilla ice 
cream topped with maraschino 
cherries. 


Another easy freezy is this 
one: Cream onesfourth cup of 
butter, one-fourth cup of sugar 
and one and one-half cups of 
graham cracker crumbs. Press 
over bottom and sides of a large 
round mixing bowl; you can use 


a smaller bowl to press the 
crumbs firmly to the sidés. 
Soften three pints of straw- 
berry ice cream and press into 
the crumb. mold. Freeze over- 
night. Unmold by running a 
spatula around sides, invert on 
serving plate, decorate with 
frozen berries and whipped 
cream. 

Ice cream and cake needn’t 
be served in the conventional 
dish and plate arrangement. 
Here are a few combinations 
that make fancy desserts that 
aren't too fluffy for hearty 
eaters: : 


Cut a 10-inch angel cake into 
four layers. Chop up half a 
dozen of chocolate peppermint 
patties and one-half cup of pe- 
eans. Soften one quart of vanilla 
ice cream, stir in candies, nuts, 
and one-eighth teaspoon of 
peppermint extract. Spread thick 
layers of ice cream between the 
cake layer with a final thick 
layer of ice cream on top. Chill 
six to eight hours. 


one-fourth teaspoon of 


three times. Beat five egg yolks ~ [ 


with one tablespoon of lemon 
juice, and whip the egg whites 
until they stand in peaks, add- 
ing one cup of sifted sugar a 
teaspoon at a time. Fold egg 
yolks into whites, then fold in 
sifted dry ingredients. Pour into 
a waxed-paper-lined pan, 10 by 
5 by 1 inch. Bake in a moderate 
oven, 350 degrees, 15 to 20 min- 
utes. Sift additional cocoa on a 
dish towel and as soon as cake 
is baked, loosen from pan and 
turn onto towel. (How you get 
the cocoa out of the towel later 
is your problem, madam.) Re- 
move waxed paper from cake 
and trim crusts. Roll up tightly 
in towel and cool. Unroll, spread 
with softened vanilla ice cream, 
reroll, and freeze. 

Finally as the piece de re- 
sistance, here’s a variation of 
Baked Alaska, the dessert most 
husbands love and most wives 
think should be made by the 
chef at the Waldorf Astoria. It's 
really very simple. Just start 
out with a thin layer of angel, 
sponge, or, for the chocolate 
lover, a chocolate cake or a pan 
of uncut brownies, one-half inch 
bigger all around than the brick 
of ice cream you intend using. 
Beat five egg whites with one- 
half teaspoon of salt and two- 
thirds cup of sugar as you us- 
ually do to make meringue. 
Working very quickly, place the 
brick of firm ice cream on the 
cake, cover completely with 
meringue, and bake in a hot 
oven, 450 degrees, for four to 
five minutes or until meringue 
is delicately brown. Take from 
oven, serve immediately, throw 
away the calorie chart, and live 
it up a little.

“We'd be naive if we thought 


in five short weeks we could 
bring people together, transform 
them individually, and solve 
problems that have deep roots,” 
says Dr. Franklin Edwards, pro- 
fessor of sociology of Howard 
University. 

“The big thing is to make 
them aware of themselves as 
persons in relation to these 
problems and focus on the prob- 
lems in connection with their 
own work or larger human rela- 
tions problems at a national or 
international level.” 

Problems in connection with 
their own work have centered 
greatly about non-segregation in 
the schools and Frank Sskwor, 
director of the workshop and 
consultant in human tions 
for the St. Louis public schools, 
feels that this has been the 
chief motivation on the part of 
many to join the group. 

“The one thing we've been 
stressing is that there's a differ- 
ence between desegregation and 
integration,” he says. “Desegrega- 
tion is a legal process; integra- 
tion is a human personal proc- 
ess, and integration is our goal.”

Since the spade king figured 
to be held by East, declarer led 
a low spade to the ace, intend- 
ing to lead back toward his own 
queen, and this simple plan 
normally would have succeeded, 
East could take his king on the 
second spade lead, or he could 
duck, but in either event he 
would f'nally be end-played and 
forced tea lead from his heart 
holding, thus giving dummy the 
heart qfeen. This line of play 
is easy to work out. If East 
plays the spade king on the 
lead from dummy, he can do no 
better than exit with his last 
spade.
